1. I have the honour to submit to you the Twenty-eighth 
Annual Report on Reformatory and Industrial Schools in 
Ireland, showing their condition and operation for the year 
ended 31st December, 1S89. 

2. In my last Report I gave a short history of these institutions, 
tracing their development through the various stages of their 
growth, and I drew attention to the remarkable decrease in 
crime during the period they have been in existence. 

: 3. Little change has taken place since then in the internal 
condition and management of these institutions, and the ex- 
perience of another year confirms the opinions T have already 
expressed as to the good work that they are doing. 

Number of Schools. 

4. As mentioned in my last Report, the Upton Reformatory Upton Re- 
fer Roman Catholic ■ Boys, County Cork, was closed in April, ^25 t0lry 
1889, owing to the decrease in the number of inmates, and re- 
opened soon afterwards as an Industrial School. This is the 
second occasion of late years where the managers of a Reformatory 

have been obliged to resign their certificate owing to the 
falling-off in the number of inmates, the Ballinasloe Reformatory Baiiioaioo 
for Roman Catholic Girls having been closed in 1884, and it is ® e,c "2’ a *' >d 
probable that some of the other Reformatories will soon find it 17 al 
necessary to adopt a similar course. 

5. The premises of the Deaconesses’ Home Industrial School 

for Protestant Girls, Glanmire, County Cork, have been given up, °

9. The increase in the numbers in Industrial Schools is due to 
the fact that the certificates of the Schools at Letterfrack and 
Baltimore were extended during the year, and a new school 
certified at Upton, as already mentioned. 

The rapidity with which the additional accommodation has been 
availed of is a proof that there is still plenty of work for these 
institutions to do, and in the extension of the system, under 
proper safeguards, will I believe be found the best, and in the 
end the most economical mode of reducing the criminal classes of 
the country. 
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Admissions during! 1889. 

10. As might bo inferred from the foregoing figures, the Admissions, 
commitments to Reformatories during the year show a decrease 
(of 15) as compared with tlio preceding year, while the number 
sent to Industrial Schools increased by 152, during the same 
period, as shown under : —

11. It is satisfactory to note that the commitments of very “ 

young children to Reformatories is each year steadily diminishing ments of 
— the number under 12 years of age so sent in the past year being r“>>s 
only 29, as compared with 59 in 1888, and 91 in 1882. Rejorma-” 

12. While it is probable that some few of these 29 cases might tonc3 ‘ 
have been more properly sent to Industrial Schools under the 
13th sect, of the Act, yet I am not at all prepared to say that the 

ago test alone is any sufficient guide iudetermining which of the two 
classes of institution a boy or girl is best fitted for. There must 
occasionally be instances of such extreme precocity, even amongst 
children whose ages do not exceed 12 years, as might render it 
extremely dangerous to allow such children to associate with the 
inmates of Industrial Schools, who for the most part are free from 
any criminal taint. The committing Magistrates, from their 
knowledge of the environments of the juvenile, will be best able 
to judge as to the class of institution to which he should be sent. 

13. The degree of criminality of those committed to Refer- 
matories during 1889, may be judged by the fact that of the 177 
admitted during the past year, 173 were sentenced to the minimun 
term of imprisonment (14 days), and 140 of these were first 
convictions, and of the remainder only 5 had been convicted more 
than three times. This is a pleasing contrast to past years— 
many of the earlier admissions to Reformatories having from 20 to 
30 previous convictions recorded against them. 

14. It does not, however, follow, nor indeed is it likely, that 
all of the 140 juveniles above referred to, were detected and con- 
victed on their first lapse into crime, and we may take it for 
granted that many of them had broken the law several times be- 
fore their first conviction, and it is highly probable that if not 
checked by their committal to a Reformatory, they would have 
eventually found their way to the convict prisons of the country. 

I am, therefore, much in favour of sending youths to Reformatories 
for first offences, which indicate a criminal tendency, but it is to 

be hoped that in the future the Industrial Schools will take menta.

charge of children of this class before they are allowed even a 
chance of breaking the law. This prophylactic method of treat- 
ment will, I think, he found in the end to he both more 
economical and to exercise a more powerful effect on the criminal 
statistics of the country than any system of Reformatory discipline 
or deterrent prison sentences. 

Education. 

Education. IB. Of thoso admitted to Reformatories during 1889, 41 per 
cent, could neither read nor write. This, however, shows a 
somewhat improved educational state amongst the classes from 
which the inmates of these Schools are taken, as compared with 
the admissions in previous years. It is highly probable, how- 
ever, that want of education was not the direct cause of these 
juveniles becoming criminal ; but rather that they were unedu- 
cated because they were criminal. Boys or girls who, when they 
should be at school, remain away in order to associate with idle 
and vicious companions, must of necessity grow up i-n ignorance 
and degradation. 

Much, therefore, as we all value literary education, I think 
it will he admitted that of itself it is powerless in preventing 
crime. If it were otherwise we should, by simply extending our 
educational grant, find an easy means of lessening our prison com- 
mitments ; 56 per cent, of those admitted to Industrial Schools 
were illiterate.

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17. It will be seen by the foregoing table that 49 per cent, of Disposal, 
all those discharged from both Reformatories and Industrial 
Schools were placed in employment on leaving the institutions ; 
and 9 per cent, emigrated. 

IS. I regret to observe that, as in previous year, a larger pro- 
portion (39 per cent.) than is desirable of those discharged from 
Reformatories, returned to their relations, who in many cases 
are unsuitable guardians for them, and 'generally only desire to 
have them at home in order to profit by their labour. In the 
United States, if a child has been neglected,- deserted, or if it has 
criminal or drunken parents, who have allowed it to be depen- 
dent on charity for a certain time, the parent loses for life the 
right to claim any control over the child, and the charitable 
institution to which it has been sent acts in loco ‘parentis .

24. The percentage " doing well ” after discharge from the 
Reformatories is somewhat, lower than in last report, but the 
figures for the Industrial Schools are much tlio same as in 
previous years, and may therefore he taken as representing a 
fair average of the results by tlio system pursued in these Schools. 
It will be observed how much better results are obtained as the 
result of the training in Industrial Schools than in Reformatories, 
and this is a proof, if any were needed,, that juvenile delinquency, 
like other diseases which flesh is heir to, must he taken in time 
if we hope to obtain the best results from our treatment. The 
earlier we apply the remedies to a disease the more readily do we 
effect a cure, and the more permanent is the recovery.

25. As stated in last report, the revenue of these Schools is 
mainly derived from the contributions from the Treasury and

Profit and Loss Account. 

27. The figures under this head show little variation from pre- and 
vious years, and the average profit per head on the labour of the 
inmates may be taken, one year with another, as ranging from 

£1 10s. to £2 ; but it should be understood that a considerable 
portion of this is the estimated value of the work done for the 
school by the inmates. The best managed schools do not aim at 
making a profit out of the industries pursued, and, as a rule, only 
take sufficient work to train the boys and keep them usefully 
employed. Some discussion has recently taken place in the public 
press as to whether the children of parents who have been 
criminals, or who have neglected their obligations, or been unable 
tc fulfil them, should be educated in trades, and allowed to enter 
into competition with the children of those who have been better 
citizens. It should be recollected, however, that in a state of 
society which it is the aim of these schools to assist in bringing 
about, where every person shall be occupied in profitable labour, 
the parents of these children would themselves be producers, com- 
peting with the regular artizans and labourers of the country,, so 
that the Reformatory and Industrial Schools only seek to establish 
a state of things which ought naturally to exist in an ideal com- 
munity, where there should be no need of such institutions. 

We have the alternative of either training these children now 
or allowing them to grow up without any means of livelihood, 
to become a pest to society, when the honest workers will then 
have to pay for their maintenance in the prisons of the country. 

28. It should also be recollected that the amount of work done 
for the public in the Reformatory and Industrial Schools of Ire- 
land is so small as not to exercise any appreciable effect on the 
labour market.

31. It will he seen from the above that the falling-otf in. the 
• 0 amounts collected from parents is altogether in Reformatories, 

and is due to the decrease in the number of inmates in these 
institutions. There was an increase on the amount received 
from parents of children in Industrial Schools during the 
year. The amount is, nevertheless, small, and, as pointed out in 
my last Report, this is, in a measure, due to the absence of any 
provision in the Industrial Schools Act authorizing imprisonment 
in default of payment of the amounts ordered by the magistrates, 
It is to be hoped that, in the event of legislation, a speedy and 
efficient method will be provided for enforcing payment of the 
sums ordered by magistrates ; and in this will be found the most 
effectual check to irregular commitments, and it will, at the same 
time, teach drunken or dissolute parents that they cannot evade 
their just parental responsibility. 

32. I fear that sufficient importance is not attached to this sub- 
ject, and that managers do not give all the assistance they might, 
by reporting to my office any alteration in the parents’ circum- 
stances which may come under their notice. 

33. In some districts in England where parental responsibility 
has been strictly enforced, it has been found that the number of 
juvenile criminals in the custody of the police has decreased by 
one-half. 

General Observations. 

General ' 34. Speaking generally of the condition and management of 
condition these institutions, I may state that they are in a very satisfactory 
ment“ naB '’ state, and wiE compare favourably with those of other countries. 
They are, as a rule, presided over by able and zealous managers, 
who have the welfare of the institutions and their inmates sin- 
cerely at heart, and who are well fitted for the arduous and 
important work which they have undertaken. No system 
-devised by the legislature would be of any avail without compe- 
tent managers to work it, and I consider that we owe an especial 
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debt of gratitude to the various religious communities by which 
62 out of the 78 Reformatory and Industrial Schools of Ireland 
are managed. No one can visit these institutions without being 
struck with admiration for the self-sacrificing spirit of these men 
and women, who, for no worldly reward, have devoted their 
lives to this good work. 

35. The system of management is humane and kind, without 
being lax. The intelligent manager soon discovers that more is 
done by placing confidence in the boys and girls under their 
charge than by physical restraint or galling supervision. 

36. As a result of the system pursued, the conduct of the Cimduct. 
inmates has been excellent, and nothing in the nature of an 
emeute or other serious offence requiring my interference was 
reported during the year. 

37. As regards the health of the children, it is very satisfactory Health, 
to be able to report that there were but 3 deaths from zymotic 
diseases — 2 fever and 1 whooping-cough — amongst a population 

of upwards of 8,000 in these schools during the year. This 
speaks well both for the hygienic arrangements of the school, 
and lor the observation and care bestowed by the managers on 
the new admissions, many of the children having come from 
localities where disease was rife. 

38. One little girl was accidentally killed while at play by a Deaths, 
stump of a tree falling on her at Hampton House, Belfast ; and 

one of the boys of the Gibraltar (now the Grampian) Training 
Ship was drowned while bathing. 

30. With the exception of the above cases, most of the other 
deaths (77) amongst those under order of detention in Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools, resulted from scrofula (which darkens the 
lives of so many children) in its various phases. Fifty-six 
died from lung disease, 3 from spinal and hip disease, 9 from 
brain disease, 3 from heart disease, and 4 from mesenteric and 
bowel disease, 2 died from internal tumour and cancer. 

40. Following in the footsteps of my philanthropic predecessor 
in office, Dr. MacCabe (now Local Government Commissioner), I 
have devoted much attention to those diseases which specially 
prevail in public schools, and I am happy to be able to state that 
I have noticed a marked diminution in the number of cases 
of ophthalmia, ringworm and other diseases which require constant 
supervision and attention on the part of the Managers. Ignor- 
ance has much to do with the sickly lives and early death of 
many children, and I consider that managers of public schools 
should, in regulating the feeding and treatment of children, study 
much more than they do those hygienic and physiological laws 
which govern the lives and. health of all mankind, and the infringe- 
ment of which leads, especially in the young, to physical deterior- 
ation and so very often to life-long unhappiness. 

41. I am anxious, os this is probably the last opportunity I 
shall have of addressing those responsible for the health of the 
Reformatory and Industrial School children, to agaiD point 
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12 Twenty-eighth Report of Inspector of Reformatory 

out how those diseases which are peculiar to, or at least most 
prevalent in public schools, can be best treated or suppressed. 

Ringworm. 42. Ringworm of the scalp is a disease of the hair follicles and 
hair, spreading in the form of a ring. The corresponding 
disease on the body is very easily cured, but ringworm of the 
scalp, once established, is one of the most inveterate diseases, and 
the explanation is very simple. The disease depends on the 
presence of a fungus; when the scalp is attacked, this fungus 
grows in and among the roots of the hair, and it becomes neces- 
sary not merely to find a drug which will destroy this fungus 
but also a vehicle for carrying this drug into the affected hair 
follicles, where, as I have said, the fungus exists and grows. Some 
strong remedies, such as croton oil, by exciting acute inflammation 
of the scalp, will kill the fungus and cure the disease, but the 
application of so powerful an irritant as croton oil is not free from 
risk, and should not be used except when prescribed by a medical 
man. Boric, or boracic, acid is a safe and efficacious remedy, and 
there is I believe no better treatment for recent or even chronic 
cases of ringworm of the scalp than its nse, as first I believe 
recommended by Dr. Cavafy. He recommends the proportion of 
twenty grains to an ounce of spirits of wine to which one drachm 
of ether has been added. This lotion (half an ounce of boracic 
acid, two and a half ounces of ether in a pint of spirits of wine) 
should be well rubbed into the affected parts of the scalp night and 
morning with a rag or a moderately stiff brush. The hair should, of 
course, be cut off in the first instance, and the affected spots should 
be washed every morning with hot water and soap, so as to 
remove all scurf and the crystalline deposit of boracic acid. The 
ether renders this lotion inflammable, and a light should not be 
held near it. 

43. As a preventive measure against ringworm of the scalp, each 
child should have a separate towel, comb, and brush. The matron 
or person in charge of the children should carefully examine the 
head and upper part of the body of each child on admission, and 
this examination should be repeated from time to time. The head 
as well as the body should be washed on bath nights, and some 
unirritating disinfectant soap used in their ablutions. When 
ringworm breaks out severely in a school careful medical 
inspection should be made of all the children, and those 
suffering should, if possible, be isolated, placed in charge of a 
separate nurse, and subjected to careful medical treatment. Their 
clothing, brushes, &c., should be cleansed and disinfected, while 
some preventive application, such as salicylic acid* ointment 
(15 or 20 grains to the oz.), should be applied to the heads of all 
the unaffected children in the school. 

Ophthalmia. 

Ophthalmia 44. Repeating my statements of last year, managers should 
understand that the form of ophthalmia which attacks public 
schools, and which is known as contagious ophthalmia, or with 
such prefixes as " epidemic,” “ purulent,” “ workhouse,” &c., is 
essentially contagious ; that the majority of children admitted to 
♦ Alder Smith on Ringworm and its treatment. , , 
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the schools are predisposed to this disease by constitutional or 
local conditions ; that many of them suffer from unhealthy or 
granular eyelids, and that especially among this class a slight 
exciting cause, such as an east wind or dust from a limestone 
playground, may excite the acute form of the disease. The 
contagion in the acute cases resides in the mattery discharge 
esoaping from tho eyes, and the germs from this, generally through 
lavatory arrangements, obtain admission to the eyes of unaffected 
children, until perhaps the disease spreads rapidly through an 
entire school. The only way of checking ophthalmia in schools is 
by constant medical inspection, minute attention to tbe lavatory 
arrangements, and a complete isolation of all acute cases. 

45. As well as combating the source of contagion, you have to 
fight against the general causes of, and hereditary predisposition 
to this unhealthy condition of the eyelids, known as granular lids, 
and this is best done by improving the dietary, by free ventilation, 
by abundant open air-exercise, especially on a grass playground 
in dry weather. When acute inflammation of the eye occurs, 
medical advice should be obtained as soon as possible. If a child 
is suffering acute pain and the eye is red and intolerant of light, 
probably nothing better can be done, if medical advice cannot be 
immediately obtained, than to bathe tho eye with a saturated solu- 
tion of boracic acid (allowing crystals of boracic acid to dissolve 
in water). The child should be kept in a darkened room, and a 
small portion of the following ointment applied on lint to the 
outside of the eyelid : Thirty grains, boric acid in fine powder ; 
two to four grains of atropine, one ounce vaseline. This oint- 
ment contains a very powerful alkaloid, and should only be used 
until the attendance of a doctor can be procured. 

Strumous Glands. 

46. In going through the schools it is painful to see so many 
children with lank hair and pasty complexion, suffering from 6 
strumous disease of the glands of the neck, a form of disease techni- 
cally called scrofulous neck, popularly known in Ireland as the 
“ evil, ” or the “ King’s evil. ” First the glands enlarge, and 
after remaining for an indefinite period hardened and enlarged 
they gradually soften, and forming scrofulous abscesses about the 
neck, melt down into matter so gradually that the natural 
process of course often extends over many years, and when 
completed, leaves the child scarred and disfigured for life. 

47. The general treatment of strumous glands consists of 
generous feeding, the exhibition of cod liver oil, Parrish’s syrup, 
and other tonics, but residence in a bracing sea-side place is 
especially efficacious. Supposing, however, general treatment 
has had a prolonged and unsuccessful trial without visible im- 
provement, and it becomes certain that the glands will break 
down into matter, can nothing be done to prevent the prolonged 
suppuration and the painful disfigurement which is certain to 
result-? During recent years these enlarged glands have in many 
instances been removed by surgical operation, a procedure which, 
in my opinion, marks an important advance in surgical practice. 
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■ 48. The able and experienced manager of Artane Industrial 
School tells me that formerly these cases of strumous glands were 
a constant worry to him, but since the introduction of operative 
treatment he no longer has any trouble with them. The Surgeon 
of the institution, Mr. Lentaigne (whose name it is appropriate to 
mention in these pages as the son of the Right Honourable Sir 
John Lentaigne, for so many years, Inspector of Reformatory 
and Industrial Schools in Ireland), has had a large experience in 
the removal of scrofulous glands, and judging from the cases I 
have seen at Artane, the results have been excellent. I trust 
that the managers of other schools will, when necessary, obtain 
for children suffering from glandular enlargements of the neck, 
surgical advice as to the necessity or advisability of the 
extirpation of the diseased glands. 

Dietary. 

Dietary, 49. Dietary, like most other things, involves tho question of 
expenditure, and I feel assured that the managers of our schools 
are inclined to feed the children committed to their care as 
liberally as the means at their disposal will permit ; but I also 
feel convinced that sufficient thought is not given to the selection 
and preparation of food, having regard to the influence it exercises 
on the health and happiness of the children. It has been truly 
remarked that variety in food helps to good digestion, good 
nourishment, and good spirits. The greatest error committed in 
the schools in this respect is, perhaps, confining the children to a 
monotonous repetition of the same sustenance, day after day, and 
week after week. Soup is the staple article for dinner in the 
great majority of the schools, I presume because it affords the 
best means of economising food ; but it should be remembered 
that soup in itself contains little nutriment, and secondly, that 
it is a kind of food not at all agreeable to our national palate. 
Instead of an unvarying repetition of soup and bread, it would 
be much better to give a dinner of potatoes and milk on two 
days in the week, 5 ounces fresh meat on two days, soup and 
bread on one day, and 3 or 4 ounces of bacon (Irish, or even 
good American), with cabbage and potatoes, on the two remaining 
days. Fish is a wholesome, nutritious, and valuable food, of 
which, in some parts of Ireland, an unlimited supply can often be 
obtained, while eggs and milk are typical examples of the food • 
required by the young. For breakfast there is nothing more 
wholesome for the majorhy of children than porridge (stirabout) 
and new milk, hut then the porridge must be prepared with care, 
and the greatest cleanliness ; it must be thoroughly well boiled, 
yet not too “stodgy,” and sufficiently seasoned with salt. For 
children who cannot eat porridge, tea or cocoa and bread can be 
given for breakfast, and for all the children, a supper of cocoa 
and bread is wholesome, and generally liked by them. 

50. A dietary such as is here indicated would be neither com- 
plex nor expensive, yet it would be a better dietary, and contain 
more nutriment, than that prevailing in many of our schools. 
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Buildings. 

51. I found tlie buildings generally clean and orderly, and well Buildings, 
suited for the purpose for which they are used. As mentioned 

in my last report, however, there are some schools where the 
children are located in very unsuitable premises, but in these 
instances there are great difficulties in the waj', and I know that 
the Managers have an honest desire to provide better accommo- 
dation, and are doing all they can in the matter. I do not, 
therefore, feel justified in interfering. 

52. The industrial training of the inmates is, generally speaking, i„ dustrlal 
satisfactory, and occasionally high-class, as at Artane, Gleneree, Ttainmg. 
Philipstown, &c. In consequence, however, of the early age at 
which most of those committed to these institutions are dis- 
charged, it is, of course, impossible to complete their technical 
education ; but I have impressed on managers that when a boy 

or girl is being taught a trade, the instruction, so far as it goes, 
should be thorough. And, while on this subject, I may hero 
remark that there is a great want in this country for more 
scientific teaching of trades, generally. The carpenter who can- 
not draw, the tailor who does not understand cutting-out, or the 
baker who has not some knowledge of the chemistry of food, will 
never attain to a foremost place iu his craft ; and I have frequently 
heard of instances where artisans, who have emigrated, have been 
obliged to abandon their trades and support themselves as mere 
labourers, owing to their being unable to compete with the more 
highly-trained workmen from Germany and other parts of the 
continent. 

53. Besides training the children to ordinary handicrafts some 
managers have aimed at developing local handicrafts, or resusci- 
tating former industries or manufactures; For instance. Miss 
Woodroffe, the Manager of the Training Home, Cork, has at- 
tempted to revive the culture of silkworms in the South of 
Ireland, and has successfully introduced the industry into her 
school and provided the necessary appliances for the manufacture 
of the silk at a considerable outlay. Her stall at the Irish Ex- 
hibition in London attracted much attention, and the various 
operations in the manufacture was a constant source of interest 
to the visitors. 

54. The Industrial Schools for girls have materially assisted to 
develop the lace industry, and have been instrumental in intro- 

. ducing improved designs. I look forward to further progress in 
this direction, and I can see no reason why the manufacture of 
lace should not he carried on as successfully in this country as 
on the continent. In Normandy alone 70,000 persons are so 
employed, and 200,000 more in the various departments of 
France gain a livelihood by this means, ■ 
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55. The Rev. C. Davies, P.P., of the Industrial Dishing School 
at Baltimore, has done much to stimulate the fishing industry 
along the south coast. IJp to the present, however, his school 
has not been as largely availed of as it should he, hut the 
arduous nature of the training and the occasional hardships of 
a fisherman's life, render it necessary that only boys with special 
physical fitness should be admitted. There must, however, be in 
most of the senior Industrial Schools many boys whose dis- 
position and constitution would make them singularly fit 
subjects for such a school — boys to whom the course of training 
would offer many attractions — and I think the managers of these 
schools would do well to seek out such cases and transfer them 
to Baltimore. 

56. The industrial training of children is a subject which of late 
years has occupied a large share of public attention. The 
Kational Board now include in their programme a course of 
instruction in the elementary use of tools, and a school has just 
been opened at Trim for the instruction of the workhouse children 
of the five surrounding unions. This project, which owes its 
successful accomplishment to the indefatigable perseverance of 
Mr. Henry Robinson, Local Government Inspector (who has 
already done much to improve some departments of the work- 
houses in his charge), is a most humane conception, as it removes 
the children from the baneful influences inseparable from a work- 
house, besides giving them an opportunity of earning a means 
of livelihood in after-life. Several unions in other parts of Ireland 
have now under consideration the advisability ofjoiningina 
similar scheme for the formation of a joint school, but there must 
be still many unions where the primary expenses and the small 
number of children in the workhouse would offer a formidable 
barrier to the establishment of a similar institution. It occurs to 
me, therefore, that some alteration in the law might be desirable 
whereby the Guardians of such Unions would be enabled to pay 
out of the rates for the training of the workhouse children in the 
ordinary certified Industrial Schools of the country, in the Bame 
way as they now defray the cost of maintenance of the blind and 
the deaf and dumb in the various institutions in different parts 
of Ireland. I need scarcely add that such a power would need 
careful limitation and supervision. 

Deere™ of B7. In conclusion I must say a word about the remarkable 

crime. decrease in both juvenile and adult crime during the period 
that these schools have been in operation. In my last Report 
I pointed out that the sentences passed on juveniles under 
sixteen year's of age in Ireland had decreased from 12,238 in 
the year 1853 to 621 for the year ended 31st March, 1889, and I 
expressed my conviction that the number would be still further 
diminished during the year to 31st March, 1890. I am glad to 
say that this hope has been realized, as will be seen by the 
following table : —

59. The great influence which the reformation of the young has Decrease i 
had upon the statistics of crime is seen in the remarkable diminu- 

tion which has taken place amongst the inmates of the Convict Prisons. 
Prisons during the last quarter of a century. The Diagram* 
will perhaps snow this better than anything else. 

60. In the bringing about of this satisfactory state of things 
there is no doubt that a large share of the credit must be given 
to the Reformatory and Industrial Schools of the country, 
although, of course, other agencies were at work during the same 
period. The improved system of prison management has also 
done much to reduce the number of offenders, but while a 
rigorous system of separation and supervision may do much 
to prevent those who have not yet fallen into the lowest abyss 
of crime from being further contaminated, yet, with the habitual 
offender neither severity of discipline nor length of sentence will 
have much weight in acting as a deterrent. 

61. It has been found that of those who fall into crime the ma- 
jority commit their first offences between the ages of 15 and 19, 
and judging by the small percentage of the former inmates of 
these Schools who are afterwards recognised in prisons, it is 
fair to assume that the training they have received in the Schools 
has enabled them to tide over the period when there is the 
greatest tendency to develop habits of crime. 

62. It has been calculated that the Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools of Ireland have already presented the State with 19,000 
honest workers. 

63. In concluding this my last Report I have to express my 
acknowledgment of the assistance I have received from the 
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managers, and my thanks for their unvarying courtesy and 
kindness to me. Owing to other more pressing, if not more 
important duties, I have often felt how imperfect the discharge 
of my inspectorial work has been, yet, from the loyal co-operation 
of the managers and of my office assistants, Mr. Luscombe and 
Mr. Devlin, I also feel assured that the Schools have suffered 
nothing through my default. The clerical duties of the Depart- 
ment have been as usual discharged in a very efficient manner, 
but I have to record the loss of Mr. J. E. Devlin’s official services, 
who has been transferred on promotion to the Office of the Local 
Government Board. Mr. Devlin served in the Schools office for 
over sixteen years with a zeal and ability which commended 
him not alone to me but to my two predecessors in the office 
of Inspector. I cannot write too highly of the services which 
Mr. Devlin rendered, and, while pleased at his advancement, I 
feel bound to express my great regret that his trained experience 
and intimate acquaintance with the work should be lost to the 
Department in which he spent so many years.
